Zwicker, former commander 
at Camp Kilmeer, N. J., where 
Peress was stationed gave this 
as his personal view in testi- 
mony before a Senate commit- 
tee studying censure charges 
against Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

One of the five charges is that | 
McCarthy abused Zwicker at a 
session of McCarthy’s Senate In- 
vestigations subcommittee last 
Feb. 18 in New York City. 

That hearing largely involved 
the honorable discharge of Pe- 
ress, an Army dentist from New 
York who had invoked the Fifth 
Amendment in refusing to an- 
gwer McCarthy’s questions about 
Communist activities. 

Other Testimony by General. 

Zwicker also told the com- 


mittee: 

1. McCarthy had seen the 
Army’s explanation of the Pe- 
ress promotion and discharge | 
before the session at which he 
was accused of having abused“ 
the general in interrogating him | 
about the Peress case. MeCar- 
thy had testified he had no rec- | 
ollection of seeing the expla- 
nation. 

2. The Army had ordered the 
honorable discharge for Peress 
before Peress was questioned by 
McCarthy’s subcommittee. And, | 
he said, McCarthy’s staff knew | 
this. | 

3. That under McCarthy's | 
questioning he had not intended 
to be “evasive,” “arrogant,” or | 
„irritating“ —all terms used by | 
McCarthy last week to charac- | 
terne Zwicker’s appearance be- 
fore him. 

Assistant Committee Counsel 
Guy G. de Furit gave Zwicker | 
an opening to air his opinions 
on the Peress case after McCar- 
thy’s attorney, Edward Bennett | 
Williams, had peppered the gen- | 
eral with questions about the 
Feb. 18 hearing. 

The gist of Zwicker's testi- 
mony was that he merely was 
following orders when he au- 
thorized Peress’s discharge last 
Feb. 2. The discharge came two 
days after Peress appeared be- 
fore McCarthy’s subcommittee 
and one day after McCarthy 
wrote Army Secretary Robert T. 
Stevens that Peress should be 
court-martialed. 

De Furia asked if Zwicker had 
ever expressed his personal feel- 
ings about Peress’s promotion 
last fall—as required under law 
—from captain to major, while 
he was under investigation. 

“I certainly did,” Zwicker an- 
swered.

Investigator McKenna

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 — 
Clyde L. Powell, a former St. 
Louisan, received more than 
$100,000 in payments from hous- 
ing project promoters as “czar’’ 
of the nation’s postwar rental 
housing program, it was report- 
ed today. 

Deputy Administrator William 
F. McKenna of the Housing and 
Home Finance Administration,

port on his five-month investi- 
gation of FHA scandals, con- 
cluded: 

“The story of the corruption 
of FHA’s postwar apartment con- 
struction program from 1946 to 
1950 is largely the story of the 
reign of Clyde L. Powell. Les- 
ser figures merely cap- 
italized on the immunity that 
flows from the vulnerability of 
the top command.

Unionists Extorted 
$6000 From Pipeline 


Contractor. 


A contractor for a pipeline 
project in Missouri was told “the 
job would be loaded up with 
deadheads” if he failed to make 
a $6000 payoff to certain AFL 
labor leaders, Assistant United 
States Attorney Wayne Bigler 
said today at the trial of Law- 
rence Callanan, former boss of 
the AFL Steamfitters Union, and 
three associates. 

Callanan, charged with vio- 
lating federal anti-racketeering 
laws, is on trial in United States 
District Judge Row W. Harper's 
court. He has been in jail since 


a 12-year sentence imposed on 
another racketeering charge. 
Other Defendants. 

Other defendants are: George 
E. Seaton, business agent of the 
Steamfitters Union; Carl J. 
(Dutch) Bianchi, outstate repre- 
sentative of Local 513, AFL 
Hoisting Engineers, and L. A. 
Thompson, former business 
agent of a Cape Girardeau (Mo.) 
Teamsters local. 

Bigler, making an opening 
statement for the Government 
following selection of a jury this 
afternoon, said the evidence will 
show that Seaton and Bianchi 
approached Myrl Rumsey, head 


of a construction company, in 


May 1951 and told him he would 
have to pay $15,000 if he 
“wanted to work his own men” 
on a pipeline project. 

The conversation with Rum- 
sey, who is expected to be the 
principal Government witness, 
took place at Boonville, Mo., 
while Rumsey’s firm was han- 
dling a project for the Panhan- 
por Pr opr ci Pipeline Co., Bigler 
said. 

In Two Installments. 

Rumsey rejected the demand 
by Seaton and Bianchi as too 
high, but, after several other 
conferences, agreed to pay $6000 
and subsequently gave $1000 
each to the two labor leaders 
and to Thompson, the Govern- 
ment attorney continued. 

In June 1951, at Callanan’s 
office in the 1500 block of South 
Vandeventer avenue, Rumsey 
placed the remaining $3000 of 
the $6000 payoff on the desk of 
the Steamfitters boss, while Cal- 
lanan, Bianchi and Seaton were 
preseht, Bigler told the jury. 

He said the Government is 
prepared to prove that Bianchi 
and Seaton informed Rumsey 
that if he did not “pay up, the 
job would be loaded with dead- 
heads.” 

Thompson and Bianchi were 
brought here for the trial from 
the federal prison at Leaven- 
worth, Kan. Thompson is under 
sentences totaling 22 years, as 


labor racketeering. Bianchi, who 
also has been found guilty on 
two racketeering charges, has 
been sentenced to a total of 20 


Kenna said, took gifts from 
builders rangiing from bottles of 
liquor to “several thousand dol- 
lars each” in casn. 

Powell resigned under fire last 
April 13 as FHA assistant com- 
missioner for multi-family hous- 
ing. Chairman Homer E. Cape- 
hart (Rep.), Indiana, of the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee later 
charged Powell with concealing 
a long criminal record. Powell 
has refused to testify, invoking 
constitutional immunity. 

McKenna’s 39-page report 
listed 33 recommendations and 
made these other main points: 

1. Promoters of 285 big ren- 
tal projects collected more 
than $51,000,000 in “windfall” 
profits on a combined invest- 
ment of less than $5,000,000— 
thus realizing immediate re- 
turns of well over 1000 per 
cent on their capital stock in- 
vestments. 

2. Acceptance of gratuities 
from builders doing business 
with FHA was standard prac- 
tice in almost every office in- 
vestigated. Nearly half of 
FHA’s field offices were 
checked in the investigation. 
“Sometimes an entire field of- 
fice staff would be given gra- 
tuities or vacation trips by 
grateful builders.” 


3. FHA operations were 
partly responsible for rising 
rentals and increasing prices 
on houses offered for sale 
since the end of World War II. 

4. Promoters of Hampton 
Gardens, an apartment project 
on Hampton avenue between 
Fyler and Scanlan avenues in 
St. Louis, collected “some 
$200,000” in rents during con- 
struction, before the first 
amortization was required. The 
report called this practice a 
“source of substantial wind- 
falls.” 

Investigators of FHA said 
builders could benefit in this 
way: They could estimate con- 
struction time as two years, 
for example, and get FHA ap- 
proval for the first amortiza- 
tion payment at the end of 
the period. They would com- 
plete the construction in, say, 
nine months, and in this way 
have 15 months for extra 
profits. 


The procedure was not l- 


legal. It could result from a 
simple miscalculation. There 
was no analysis of just what 
happened in the Hampton 
Gardens case, which was men- 
tioned among others as an ex- 
ample of projects completed 
ahead of schedule. 

5. Laxity in the Washing- 
ton office; especially in its 
legal division, was largely to 
blame for the breakdown of 
integrity of administration“ of 
the FHA. 

Criminal Record ‘Lost.’ 
McKenna described Powell as

BONN, Sept. 13 (AP)—British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
and West German Chancellor 
Adenauer have reached “full 
agreement” on a drive to 
achieve European unity, a joint 
communique declared today. 

The statement, issued at the 
conclusion of two days of talks, 
added that German sovereignty 
and rearmament must be based 
on lasting German-French un- 
derstanding. 

The communique said: 

“A thorough discussion of the 
European situation took place 
in Bonn on Sept. 12 and 13 be- 
tween the federai Chancellor, 
Dr. Konrad Adenauer, and the 
Foreign Secretary of the United 
Kingdom, Mr. Anthony Eden. 
They found themselves in com- 
plete agreement, 

“In particular they will pur- 
sue with the utmost vigor their 
efforts to achieve European 
unity in which the United 
Kingdom can play a full part. 


They are convinced that it is 
only through the unity of the 


necessary conditions can be cre- 
ated to insure a stable peace. 


Reich Sovereignty. 


“The German federal Chan- 
cellor and the Foreign Secre- 
tary of the United Kingdom dis- 
cussed the restoration of Ger- 
man sovereignty and possible 
solutions for obtaining a Ger- 
man contribution to the defense 
of the free world. They were 
both convinced that such solu- 
tions should be based n last- 
— French-German understand- 
ng. 

“The two ministers share the 
hope that the diplomatic con- 
versations now being conducted 
would enable a conference to be 
convened at an early date.” 


The communique’s reference 
to a conference is the proposed 
nine-power meeting to be held 
in London possibly late this 
month or in October. Purpose 
is to line up the western Euro- 
pean nations in some form of 
agreement on rearming Ger- 
mans that can be made suitable 
to the French.

Provisions of Law. 

The immunity law provides for 
guarantees of no federal prose- 
cution against persons testifying 
about subversion before federal 
grand juries or congressional 
committees. Approval of a fed- 
eral judge is required. The 
theory is that it may be possible 
to prosecute more important 
subversives by granting immu- 
nity to some witnesses who 
otherwise could refuse to testi- 
fy on the ground of self-incrim- 
ination.

Emphasizing that no new tax 
is involved, and that the pro- 
posed amendment places a ceil- 
ing of one-half of 1 per cent on 
a the council presidents 
said: 


“This amendment ts essential | 


if our city is to achieve the 
financial stability necessary to 
cope with such problems as traf- 
fic congestion and blight, inade- 
quate hospitals, parks and play- 
grounds. At present the State 
Legislature must authorize the 
city to act on the earnings tax. 
State control has led to frus- 
tration and uncertainty.” 

This last was a reference to 
the two-year time limit the Leg- 
islature has put on acts author- 
izing St. Louis to tax earnings, 
and the crises in municipal fi- 
nance which have been precipi- 
tated when the acts expired. 

“The amendment guarantees 
that residents of surrounding 
suburbs working in St. Louts 
will continue to make a contri- 
bution to the expense of oper- 
ating the city and maintaining 
the Zoo, Art Museum and muni- 
cipal airport,” the bulletin con- 
tinued. “Suburbanites enjoy 
these facilities of the city. About 
one-third of the earnings tax 
revenue is now paid by subur- 
banites. 

Effect on Legislature. 

“If in this special election city 
residents themselves defeat this 
amendment, it will be increas- 
ingig ditfticult—perhaps impos- 
sible—for city officials to per- 
suade the Missouri Legislature 
to authorize a continuation of 
the earnings tax. 

“Should this happen, city resi- 
dents will once more have to 
carry the full load. It might be 
necessary to increase real estate 
and personal property tax rates. 
City p rty owners would suf- 
fer. Rénters would be hit, too, 
for higher tax rates mean higher 
rents.” 

The charter amendment was 
termed “a definite move toward 
community betterment” by Cath- 
olic women leaders of St. Louis.

Traffic deaths dropped 20 per 
cent in the first eight months of 
1954 in St. Louis county areas 
covered by the State Highway 
Patrol, it was announced today.

The 1954 total by Aug. 31 was 
41, compared with 51 for the 
corresponding 1953 period.

Quemoy is the 
peasant pronunciation for the 
Nimen islands co ing of big 
and little Kinmen. luded in 
general designation of 
Quemoy are the Big Tan and 
Little Tan islands, but these are 
relatively small. The four is- 
lands are astride the entrance to 
Amoy harbor and are well with- 
in artillery distance of both the 
island of Amoy and the main- 
land to the north. The islands 
can be used quite effectively to 
block Amoy harbor for ocean- 
going vessels since the channels 
are within artillery range. Amoy 
was among the harbors affected 
by the Nationalist closure order 
of Aug. 27, 1949. 

Saturday the Government In- 
formation Bureau issued a state- 
ment that in view of the military 
activities against Quemoy it is 
again hereby declared that any 
foreign shipping which enters 
the port does so at its own risk.” 

The closure order, it should 
be noted, is legal in interna- 
tional law, the harbors are with- 
im the territorial limits of China 
and as such can be blockaded 
only as far out as the three-mile 
limit. In a revolution a regular 
blockade would not be legal in 
international law. 

50,000 Nationalist Troops. 

There are about 50,000 Nation- 
alist, troops on the four islands 
called Quemoy. Observers who 
have been to the islands report 
a highly effective body of troops 
—young, keen and well-trained. 
It is estimated that the Reds 
have about 220,000 troops along 
the coast north and south of 
Amoy. Included is the so-called 
“hidden army” which was 
brought from Korea to the 
Shanghai-Nanking area and now 
has been moved down onto a 
peninsula northwest of Quemoy. 
This is a sufficient force, if sup- 
ported by superior air power and 
supplied with small vessels, to 
take Quemoy. At the present 
time there are no Red air.forces 
in this area. This is why some 
officials think the artillery at- 
tack on Quemoy is a diversion 
and that an attack on the 
Tachen islands is the real ob- 
jective. 


500 Junks in Harbor. 


There are air strips available 
to the Reds in Amoy harbor and 
these could be occupied quickly. 
There are about 500 junks which 
could carry about 20 men each. 
This number is too small to 
serve the large garrison 
on Big en, but it might be 
sufficient to take Big of Little 
Tan. There are about 2000 junks 
along the coast within reach of 
Amoy, but any concentration of 
them for a landing would be 
spotted immediately. The Na- 
tionalist air force and navy 
patrol the area, constantly on 
the watch for any covert move- 
ment of junks toward the Amoy 
area.

OVER-CONFIDENCE 
BEAT LUFTWAFFE, 
R. A. F. EXPERTS SAY 


LONDON, Sept. 13 (AP) — Ger- 
man aircraft designers were su- 
perior to the Allies during World 
War II, but the German high 
command mishandled the Luft- 
waffe, Royal Air Force historians 
said today. 

Giving an official analysis of 

the air war, the British experts 
said the Germans’ “great error” 
was being lulled into over-confi- 
dence by “early and easy suc- 
cesses.” 
“Though the British and 
Americans made mistakes long 
before the war ended they had 
come to understand the correct 
principles which govern air pow- 
er,” said the R.A.F. report. 

“The Germans, on the other 
hand, made over-confident by 

early and easy successes, made 
no attempt until it was too late 
to improve the Luftwaffe. Air- 
craft which had been good 
enough to win victory in 1940 
and 1941 were still expected to 
do so in 1942-43. This was their 
great error.

FTER OUR VISIT to the in- 

dustrial northeast of China, 

we returned to Peiping to 
stay for a few days. Despite the 
noise of motor horns, I found 
it pleasant to be back in the 
city. 

Although we had already vis- 
ited the Forbidden City with its 
parks and temples, and also the 
Temple of Heaven, there were 
still beauties unrevealed. This 
we learned when we entered 
through a lofty gate in a great 
red wall and found ourselves 


Mao tung at his house. 
This had been the palace of 
the old empress (Tzu Hsi), and 
on an island in the lake was 
the where. she had kept

Three-Hour Talk. 
We enjoyed a three-hour talk 
with Mao Tse-tung and his chief 
colleagues. 
The talk was frank on both 
sides. He explained the aims 
and methods of the People’s 
Government, while we tried to 
enlighten him on the views of 
the Labor party and of British 
democracy. 
The discussion was vigorous 
but quite friendly. Toward the 
end of the meeting we were 
talking of the way to achieve 


peace. 

The Chinese expressed the 

view that the United States was 
aggressive and was seeking. to 
build up a ring of subordinate 
states from Japan to Indochina. 
Whereupon I asked: “As Russia 
has done in Europe?” We as- 
sured him that the Americans 
were a peace-loving peopk. 
He suggested four points 
whereby he considered the 
Americans might assist in pro- 
moting world peace. 
These points, which included 
the evacuation of Formosa, the 
withdrawal of the American 
fleet from. those waters and the 
cessation of.any attempt to arm 
Germany have been made pub- 
lic, and some organs ot the 
press seem to have suggested 
that we agreed with them and 
left it at that. In fact, it was 
suggested by the Chinese that 
these were points which we 
might try to get our American 
friends to agree to. 

I pointed out that a two-way 
traffic was needed, and that 
they might propose to their 
Russian friends the giving of 
complete freedom of all the 
satellite states to choose their 
own governments, the reduction 
of armaments in the most 
heavily-armed state in the world, 
Russia, and the cessation of 
Russian-inspired activities in 
other countries. 9 

General Debate. 

This exchange was part of a 
general debate in which we, on 
our side, tried to show the Chi- 
nese the other side to questions 
on which they seemed to appre- 
ciate only the Russian point of 
view. 

On various matters, one tend- 
ed to get the stock Communist 
answer. For instance, on the 
standard of life they maintained 
that our superior standard was 
due to our exploitation of the 
colonies, When I asked them to 
explain how Denmark, Sweden 
and Norway were also high in 
the scale, though they had no 
colonies, they could not answer. 

It was indeed disturbing to 
hear their views on this ques- 
tion of standards, which I had 
tried to relate to the balance 
between population and re- 
sources. | 

The attitude of the Chinese 
govérnment on the question of 
population appeared to be that 
increase of population was in it- 
self a good thing. They esti- 
mated an increase of 12,000,000 
a year, and when questioned on 
the pressure of population on 
the meang of subsistence, they 
said there was still much un- 
developed land.

. ceive is true only to the extent that

Maybe six and a half miles or more. The 
Scripps Institute of Oceanography at La Jolla, 
Cal., has been sounging around in the Tonga 
Trench, now called the Horizon Deep, somewhat 
southeast of the Fiji Islands in the South Pacific, 
and got an echo from a little better than six and 
a half miles. That is about the calculated depth 
of the Marianas Trench, near Guam. But the 
Tonga Trench echo bounced off the wall of the 
V-shaped canyon rather than the floor, leading 
the oceanographers to believe there may be an 
even deeper hole a couple of miles westward.

Mayor William F. Guffey and his associates on 
the new Webster Groves City Council have made 
precisely the kind of choice they should make in 
selecting the first City Manager for this St. Louis 
area community which has recently adopted 
the manager-counci] form of municipal govern- 
ment. From a field of about 100 possibilities, 
they have chosen H. C. McClintock who is now 
City Manager of Holland, Mich. 

A graduate civil engineer, Mr. McClintock has 
advanced in his profession through the office of 
City Manager first in Boulder, Colo., seat of the 
University of Colorado, where he was previously 
Director of Public Service, next at Hutchinson, 
Kan., starting in in 1947 and then at Holland, 
beginning in 1951. Anyone who has visited these 
three communities knows that they are much 
above the average in attractiveness and the 
quality of their public services. 

In both Hutchinson and Holland—as will be 
the case in Webster Groves—Mr. McClintock was 
the community’s first city manager. This sug- 
gests that he must have a:special skill at provid- 
ing the transition from the older form of munici- 
pal administration to the professional City Man- 
ager plan.

Which community in the 
metropolitan region will be next to modernize 
its city government? 
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Progress Report on the Atom Pool 
President Eisenhower's Denver speech indi- 
cated that there is new life in his proposal of an 
international pool for the peaceful use of atomic 
energy. And he pointedly said that he hoped “no 
nation will long stand aloof” from this enterprise. 
This, of course, means Russia. Discussions 
were held with the Kremlin after the President 
made his proposal to the United Nations last Dec. 
8. But they came to a standstill on Mr. Molotov’s 
demand that Communist China be given a voice 
in setting up the pool, and that the United States 
agreé at once to the outlawing of atomic weapons. 
At Denver the President said the United 
States had agreed with several nations to set up 
an agency for the purpose he envisaged. These, 
it was disclosed, are Great Britain, France, Can- 
ada, Australia and South Africa. Negotiations are 
under way to bring Belgium into the group. Thus 


the major sources of uranium and the instru- 


mentalities for its transformation are covered— 
with the exception of the Soviet Union. 

All of the nén-Communist world at least can 
now ask just why Russia holds itself aloof. Mr. 
Molotov's insistence on Chinese participation and 
a ban on weapons Will not do, Whatever merit 
they might have at some future date, they are 
now irrelevant to the first step toward non- 
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Kremlin, yet by standing aloof the rulers of 
Russia isolate themselves more than ever in the 
shell of their stubborn self-will. The President's 
proposal is limited. But do the Russians believe 
they can excuse themselves from joining in a 
gradual approach to the world’s most serious 
problem by insisting, in effect, on all or nothing? 
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Toward Cleaning Up FHA 
The reforms which Deputy Administrator Me- 
Kenna suggests in the wake of the Federal 
Housing Administration scandals are good 
enough as far as they go. They would call for 
the firing of any employe who took a gratuity; 


Mr. McKenna is deputy administrator. 
There is one fundamental thing which these 
proposed reforms would not do, however. They 


embarrassing itself. Mr. McKenna points out as 
significant the fact that FHA did not start taking 
over the offending corporations, and forcing 
them to return illegal “profits” reaped from ex- 
cessive loans, till after the investigation of FHA 
had started. 

Senator Byrd of Virginia, who almost single- 
handedly forced the disclosure of the scandals, 
apparently is not corivinced, however, that the 
HHFA is much better than its subsidiary organ- 
ization in this regard. Only last Thursday he 
addressed a letter to HHFA Administrator Cole 
asking him to “confirm or deny” that HHFA 
is “dealing again with windfall dealers.” 

Senator Byrd called again for prosecution of 
top officials, including former FHA Assistant 
Commissioner Clyde L. Powell, onetime St. 
Loulsan—not one of whom has yet been prose- 
cuted, the Senator declared. Senator Byrd 
warned against half-way measures, which seems 
very well in point. 


HHFA, as the administrative agency respon- 


sible for supervising the operations of FHA, will 
make out a better case for more direct control 
of FHA by displaying a greater diligence in the 
disclosure and prosecution of wrong-doers with- 
in the organization and among those with whom 
it has done business. 
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Mr. Talbott on Air Deſenses 


Air Force Secretary Talbott, interviewed on 
a television program, said the United States is 
“much less vulnerable” now to air attack than 
it was a year ago. He emphasized defenses in 
the Alaskan and Canadian area as “really et- 
fective.” 


But he mentioned a few exceptions in that 
same area which give cause for concern, namely: 
There are some “vacant spots” in the early 
warning radar system across the Hudson Bay 
area where any enemy planes might get across; 
enemy planes could get across Alaska by flying 
under 500 or over 45,000 feet; there is little dan- 
ger from enemy B-29 type planes and progress is 
being made in defense against later types. 

The implications plainly are: If such a catas- 
trophe as a war came, the obsolescent B-29 type 
of bombers could get over and around Alaska 
fairly well by keeping under 500 feet; the new 
Russian jets, which many experts say are as good 
as our latest, if not better, could fly at 45,000 
feet and bomb the continental United States. 
Perhaps we just did a lot of running to stay 
in the same spot we were in a year ago. 
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Where the Rivers Meet 


Illinois’ plans for a state park at the conflu- 
ence of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers must 
be gratifying to many residents of this Illinois- 
Missouri area and to their future visitors. The 
meeting of the Mississippi and Missouri, immor- 
talized in Carl Milles’s fine statuary at Union 
Station, is one of the most celebrated confluences 
in the world. Many visitors to this part of the 
country wish to see it, as every resident should 
wish to do. Yet not all can afford to take to the 
air to bring it within view, and those who go 
by automobile or on foot do not find it encour- 
agingly easy of access. A park there would fill 
not only a long but also a widely felt need. 
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The Quemoys Seen From Denver 

Secretary of State Dulles was studiously vague 
in hig public statements about the Quemoys, the 
Chinese coastal islands which must have occupied 
much of the attention of the National Security 
Council at its Sunday meeting in Denver. 


Refusing repeatedly to say definitely whether 
Quemoy would be defended by the United States, 
Mr. Dulles did emphasize that the decision as to 
American action there would be governed pri- 
marily by considerations of Formosa defense. 
What is considered necessary for Formosa de- 
fense will be determined, he said, on the recom- 
mendation of military leaders “in the first in- 
stance.” 

Mr. Dulles’s vagueness in public utterance can 
be understood as part of the official policy of 
keeping Communist China guessing. It must 
be hoped that there is nothing vague about 
the Administration's actual intentions. Our 
leaders ought to have a clear and definite idea 
as to just how far the commitment to defend 
Formosa goes. They ought to know in advance, 
and undoubtedly do know, whether the Quemoys 
are vital to Formosa defense. All previous indica- 
tions would suggest that they are not. 

The Formosa commitment is one which must, 
of course, be honored. But defending Formosa 
is not the same thing as engaging in military 
operations on Chinese coastal islands a hundred 
miles away. And the obligation to prevent ag- 
gression on Formosa is not the same thing 
as permitting an exiled Chiang Kai-shek to 
involve us in a war on the Asian mainland. 

Having come so dangerously close to getting 
into such a war via Indochina, the Eisenhower 
Administration should be doubly cautious about 
stumbling into one via some coastal islands op- 
posite Formosa, x

They accept 
the -need for a tight security program 
in Government and agree that the ad- 
ministration of it, especially in the 
State a has been too lax. 

From these premises they proceed te 
examine, coolly, and with detachment, 
MeCarthy's performance as an effective 
and useful fighter for security and 
against Communism. They set up stand- 
ards for such an anti-Communist cru- 
sade and then scientifically measure 
McCarthy against them. 

Needless to say, he falls short in 
every respect, and is revealed as a 

4 cheap demagogue 
entitled to nobody's 
very serious atten- 
tion. 

The greatest con- 
tribution which 
these authors have 
made to their sub- 
ject is their remark- 
able capacity for 
? winnowing the es- 

sential facts from 
the avalanche of 
words with which 
McCarthy and his 
opponents custom- 
arily submerge a 
particular contro- 
versy. They give a brilliantly clear ac- 
count of the whole Voice of America 
dispute in 18 pages, and an adequate 
story of the Fort Monmouth case in 
three, Then follows a series of thumb- 
nail sketches of McCarthy's various 
targets since January 1953, the whole 
pointing unmistakably to the conclusion 
that the Senater’s basic target since that 
time has been the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration itself. 

Equally admirable is a sharp analysis, 
with examples, of “The Methods.” These 
include the multiple untruth, the abuse 
of documents, insinuation and innuendo, 
the slander amalgam, intimidation, at- 
tributing significance to the irrelevant, 
the bluff and the diversionary gambit, 
the personal spy network, contempt for 
the law, the unfounded charge of trea- 
son. 

The effect of the authors’ relentless

his hands. 

That Senate leader was Alben 
W. Barkley who, incidentally, 
now is seeking his old seat— 
after a tour of duty as Vice 
President—in a vigorous cam- 
paign across the river in Ken- 
tucky. It was in 1938 that both 
Senator Taft and Representative 
Bender were elected to Congress 
for the first time. 


George Bender was in and out 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee and state chairmen con- 
clave in Cincinnati last week, 
comparing notes with party 
leaders all over the country who 
were canvassing the party situ- 
ation. 

It was during that meeting 
that Vice President Nixon an- 
nounced he would open his 
whirlwind nation-wide campaign 
with a speech this week in Co- 
lumbus. That was regarded as 
symptomatic of Republican con- | 
cern about Ohio.

Abnormal Human Blood Pigment 
Discovered in Research Here 


Dr. Chernoff of Washington U. Medical 
School Reports on Anemia-Causing Find 
at Meeting in Paris. 


A hitherto unknown type of 
abnormal pigment in human 
blood has been discovered here 
by analysis of blood specimens 
from Bangkok, Thailand, a 


Washington University School of 
Medicine staff member reported 
today in Paris, France. 


Dr. Amoz I. Chernoff, assist- 
ant professor of medicine, told 
of the St. Louis research in a 
paper presented before the In- 
ternational Society of Blood 
Transfusions, meeting at the 
French capital this week. 


The new type of abnormal 
pigment, designated Hemo- 
globin E,” gives rise to a severe 
anemia which is similar to the 
so-called Mediterranean anemia 
found principally among persons 
of Italian and Greek ancestry. 
Hemoglobin is a pigment in red 
corpuscles. 

Two Aided Chernoff. 
Working with Dr. Chernoff as 
collaborators were Miss Virginia 
Minnich, research associate in 
medicine, and Dr. Soodsakorn 
Chongchareonsuk of the Univer-

Miss Minnich spent a year in 
Thailand under Mutual Security 
Agency auspices. While there in 
1951 she observed a group of 
patients with Mediterranean 
anemia and it was apparent that 
some did not conform to all 
medical criteria for that type of 
the ailment.

e process was developed by 
Dr. Victor K. La Mer, 
of chemistry at Columbia Uni- 
versity, and two associates in * 
three-year research project. It 
utilizes specially-treated potato 
starch, lime water and other sim- 
ple, basic chemicals to . 
and settle uranium- bearing solid 
materials out of slimy water that 
has heretofore been a useless 
by-product of phosphates manu- 
factured for fertilizer. 


The new method could con- 
ctivably make the United States 
self-sufficient in uranium 
independent of its present over- 
seas sources in South Africa, the 
Belgian Congo and elsewhere. 


May Be In Use. 


Dr. La Mer’s process has been 
offered freely to phosphate 
manufacturers for more than a 
year and it is possible that some 
firms have already adopted it. it. 
He explained yesterday that the 
phosphate industry is so highly 
competitive that manufacturers 
‘seldom disclose publicly the proc- 
esses they are using.

OUT OF ALL THAT crazy mixed up opinion, 
how, I wondered, does one arrive at a balanced 
diet to beam at the rest of the world? Well, 
said Scherer, believe it or not, the 28 experts, 
who may be miles apart on the question of, say, 
Senator McCarthy, are pretty much in agree- 
ment on the sort of story the Voice likes to 
air. The Voice doesn’t like to spread around 
our domestic squabbles, naturally, and on other 
things there is singular uniformity. 

Take a big story like the Supreme Court de- 
cision barring segregation. Everyone agreed it 
was a good thing. Scherer has become a world 
authority on what any commentator will say 
about any given issue. Claims he can preditt to 
a heartbeat the degree of indignation any one 
guy will get worked up over any particular prob- 
lem from Formosa to tax reform. 

x * 

THE MECHANICS of listening to all this pro- 
found thought are somewhat complicated. Some- 
times two commentators, both wildly indignant 
about different things, are on the air at the 
same time. Scherer absorbs one dose of indigna- 
tion straight and gets the other dose of indig- 
nation by transcription the next day. Transcribed 
indignation, he says, doesn’t differ much from 
the live stuff except that it’s a day late which 
takes some of the zip off it. 

When Scherer has absorbed every ounce of 
opinion he can hold on his stomach at once, 
he turns his wife over to the loudspeaker and 
she listens. Her listening, though, has been tem- 
porarily discommoded by the arrival of a baby. 
The baby has contributed nothing to the house- 
hold yet and has not even learned to shut up 
at 7 p.m. for Fulton Lewis Jr. followed by Quin- 
cy Howe on another network.

NATURALLY, SCHERER has developed of 
the opinion-makers sgme opinions of his own. 
Of»Quincy Howe, for instance: “Moderate, if 
not academic in everything—eppearance, writing 
and delivery.” 

Then there are the more flamboyant types 
like John Vandercook and George Hamilton 
Combs. Scherer was especially delighted by a 
phrase used by Combs to characterize Clement 
Attlee and his Labor party group who visited 
Peiping. He called it “The British road com- 
pany of ‘Alice in Wonderland.’” 

“For the pure joy of hearing a man deliver 
what he’s written,” Scherer will take Eric Sev- 
areid who, he says, “has an astute sense of 
humor that you wouldn’t expect from his bear- 
ing and who is sometimes called a writer’s 


writer.”

HOWARD K. SMITH has a great sense of 
humor, too, thinks Scherer. Most commentator 
humor, though, is a little too specialized for the 
world-wide audience. a 

Besides Sevareid, Scherer's other great favor- 
ite is Henry J. Taylor, whose views are far to 
the right of Sevareid’s, because, he says, Taylor 
is “completely vigorous.” 

“Taylor’s heart and soul are bound up in this 
country,” says Scherer, “but not to the point 
of chauvinism. Even the title of his show—‘Your 
Land and Mine’—indicates it. You have to make 
it clear overseas that he’s not talking to them 
but addressing his remarks to Americans. Tay- 
lor gives engineers a fit—the way he punches

Honors Work Best

LASSROOM teachers must have ways of leading chil- 
dren to not only do the right thing, but want to do it. 


We have found that punishments are of little value but 


that honors are wonderful incentives to good deeds. 

To those teachers who still believe in punishments as 
the best means to discipline, this idea is important. Keep- 
ing children in at recess time, keeping them after school 
or keeping the whole class in when one child in the group 
misbehaves, are bad school practices, There is no excuse 
for them.

SCHOOL HOURS are trying on a child. If he works 
for an hour or so he is fatigued. He needs to get out of 
the room, into the fresh air if possible, and refresh him- 
self before he starts work again. Recess time is intended 
to serve these ends. To deprive him of this brief rest is to 
increase his fatigue, thereby lessening his power of atten- 
tion and adding to the chances of disorder. 

To hold a whole class liable to punishment because 
of one offender is without good sense, reason or judgment. 
It is a great injustice and children as well as their parents 
resent it. Of course no trained teacher ever strikes a pupil. 

Then how is a teacher of elementary grades to keep 
order? Easily. Accent honors instead of punishments. One 
teacher made the first seat in the row, nearest the door, 
an honor seat. Only a very good pupil could occupy that 
place. Along with it went the honor of opening the door 
to answer a knock, to receive a visitor, or introduce one. 
To earn that seat the pupil had to have perfect attendance, 
high marks, perfect conduct. 

. 

THE HONOR of going to the prineipal's office on an 
errand was greatly coveted. So was that of taking charge 
of supplies, of taking a child who was not doing too well 
under sympathetic instruction, Being a helper of any kind 
was a great honor. 

Wearing an honor badge was part of the honor. A 
bit of blue or scarlet ribbon to be worn by the approved 


honor pupil was considered about the greatest possible 


achievement. If there was any question about the qualifi- 
cations of the candidate for honors, an honor committee 
took the matter under consideration. This was a grave re- 
sponsibility indeed and considered so. 

The spirit that pervaded the classrooms where this 
basis of discipline was accepted was wonderful. Quiet 
attention to work on the part of pupils and courteous be- 
havior toward one another, friendly leadership on the part 
of the teacher—it all depends on where the accent is placed.

1919 Journey Covered 60 Days, 6000 Breakdowns but Proved Gas Engine Had Displaced the Mule

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13. 


N THE summer of 1919, things

Designing Woman 


Beige and Brown Theme 
By Elizabeth Hiilyer 


BEIGE an“ brown theme is 
A a happy choice for the color 

scheme that plots toward 
making a room look larger. 
There are so many interesting 
shades in this range, and to- 
gether they sing a lilting close 
harmony. Even furniture fin- 
ishes belong to the group, so it’s 
simple enough to work out the 
predominantly one-color scheme 
that spreads walls apart 80 
amazingly. 

Plan the beige and brown 
scheme to include darker and 
lighter touches with the medium 
tones: perhaps a dark piece of 
furniture or two, sand or off- 
white fabrics, and a rich earth 
brown or terra cotta might be 
accent. Clear white seems re- 
lated to the soft light beiges that 
grow more popular than darker 
tones, and a white fabric might 
take a thin tracery of pattern in 
black. 


Accent furniture might be 
black or black trimmed, and 
metal — especially the popular 
brass—sparks the beige scheme. 
Textures are very important be- 
cause they add light and shadow 
variation and interest to plain 
colors. Scheme the large areas 
of the room in the beige range, 
then add shock color in small 
spots. 

Pictures in brilliant colors, 
small pieces of furniture in col- 
ored covers, a few eye-catching 
accessories perhaps in ceramic 
or glass. Turquoise is far and 
away the favorite with the beige 
scheme, but consider accents of 
bright yellow, orange, and white; 


emerald, lime, and yellow; bris- 
tol blue and bitter green; red- 
coral and teal blue.

H. G. Would light gray 
be a good color for a new rug 
for our living room? The sofa 
and one chair are wine color, 
which is the color of the flow- 
ers on the wallpaper.

He had another reason to re- 
member Nebraska. It was in 
that cornbelt state that he and 
Mamie finally came together 
after a long separation.

However, John Sheldon Doud, 
Mamie’s father, had other ideas.

Dorothy Brandon, in ber 
book, “Mamie Doud Eisen- 
hower, Portrait of a First 
Lady,” has told this part of 
the story in the following pas- 
sage: 


“At sun-up, next day, dressed 
in dusters, goggles, and pulling 
down hats, father and daughter 
made a final recheck of sup- 
plies, which included blankets, 
vital if they stalled overnight. 

. » It was a risky journey. A 
breakdown almost anywhere 
along the route might isolate 
them for several days, in which 
case the trip would be in vain. 
„„ Food was packed in the 
rear of the Packard. Cans of 
water, extra tins of gasoline, a 
portable stove, coffee pot and 
frying pan rested on the floor. 
Papa’s tool kit, spare tires, tow 
rope and shovel were stowed in 
outside compartments. 


“They reached North Platte 
by early evening, having aver- 
aged about 15 miles an hour, 
nearly always in second gear. 
Mr. Doud casually remarked to 
the hotel clerk that he had 
driven in from Denver with his 
daughter. . . North Platte was 
still a horse-and-wagon town. 
Curious stares from bobbing 
heeds at the dining room door 
added to the gaiety of the meal 
Mamie shared with her fa- 
ther.... 


“At last. the, ponderous dust- 
rasked convoy rolled down the 
street. Mamie flashed her hand- 
kerchief, heard a voce bellow- 
ing her name, and. Ike. a grin 
on bis dust-newdered face, 
leaned es far es he dared from 
a frort sect, ‘hollering like a 
kid on a roller coaster.’”’ 

In the yellowed files of the 
Washington Post, there is a 
story telling of the take-off of 
the Army motor convoy for its 
trip to San Francisco in 1919. 
The starting point was the El- 
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lipse, the circular park just 
south of the White House. On 
this particular day, before bid- 
ding the convoy farewell, 

retary of War Newton Baker 
accepted the Zero Milestone 
from the National Highway 
Marking Association. From this 
stone all distances from the Na- 
tional Capital are supposed to 
be computed.

N talking about the Army’s 

motor convoy, Secretary Baker 

made it clear that he realized 
what the gasoline motor had 
done to warfare. 

“This is the beginning of a 
new era,” he said. “This World 
War was a war of motor trans- 
port. It was a war of movement, 
especially in the later stages, 
when the practically stationary 
positions of the armies Were 
changed to meet new condi- 
tions 

There must have been à re- 
port made on the 1919 trip —on 
the way the equipment stood up, 
on the needs of better cross- 
country roads, and so on—but no 
trace can be found of it by the 
Army now. Fortunately, how- 
ever, there is a pictorial record. 
This is at the National Archives, 
and is made up of photographs 
made by Army photographers 
along the way. 


Anyway, it is certain that the 
convoy reached San Francisco, 
and thus proved Secretary Bak- 
er's point—that henceforth the 
Army would be motor-propelled. 

The Washington Post’s story 
related that the convoy, after 
leaving Washington, “made its 
way to Frederick, Md., at 12 
miles an hour, where it spent 
the night.” 


What about today? How long 
would it take a motorist to drive 
from Washington to San Fran- 
— not hurrying and not loaf- 
ng? 

The answer, according to the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion, would be eight days. The 
AAA figures that it could be 
done in that time by driving 
eight hours a day at an average 
rate of 45 miles an hour. 

Quite a contrast to the 12-mile- 
an-hour pace and the 60-day trip 
of Col. Eisenhower and his com- 
rades in 1919.

Although it was South who 
made the final bid, it was North 
who deserved most of the blame, 
if not all of it.

Second — and 
even more important — North 
had no right to jump twice in 
no-trump. 

In all probability, North did 
not realize what a huge bid he 
was making when he leaped to 
three no-trump over South's one 
spade. If he had realized, he 
would not have jumped again 
over four diamonds—this was a 
clear case of telling the same 
story twice. 

It is true that North's five no- 
trump call was not in any sense 
conventional, and so South was 
not forced to bid again, but 
purely as a powerhouse-showing 
bid, North was stretching. His 
previous leap used up all of his 
values, and instead of implicitly 
encouraging a grand slam—as 
North did when he leaped 
again — he simply should have 
gone along with South by bid- 
ding four spades, four no-trump, 
or at most five spades or five 
diamonds. It is pretty obvious 
that any one of these bids would 
have led South to the proper 
small-slam contract.
